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PREFACE. 



The following compilation of Select Verses was 
. originally intended for the Compiler's use alone ; 
and has long existed in manuscript. Others also 
may, perhaps, occasionally find it a useful and 
pleasant companion. There are frequent seasons 
at which the mind prefers to dwell on some one 
subject of sacred meditation, or to surrender itself 
to some one solemn emotion, or. to occupy itself 
wholly in praise, or wholly in prayer, or wholly 
in the contemplation of the Divine goodness and 
faithfulness ; when, therefore, we would rather 
select our verses from the Bible than peruse its 
chapters continuously ; when, out of the rich 
variety in that garden of God, we would cull 
such flowers only as harmonise with the prevail- 
ing tone and hue of our spirits. The following 
Select Verses have been arranged in clusters with 
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this intent ; and, in order to carry out this design 
the more effectually, no verses have been ad- 
mitted but such as are susceptible of an imme- 
diate personal application to the reader's own 
feelings and circumstances : — such flowers as the 
gracious and omniscient Creator may seem to 
have bidden to grow and flourish expressly for 
hvrrij and for others who delight, as he does, 
in believing that what he finds in God's Word 
was meomtfor him, and planted in God's garden 
that he might find it there, and treasure it in his 
bosom. 
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Morning and Evening. 

Psalm v. My voice shalt Thou hear in the 
morning, Lord; in the morning will I direct 
my prayer unto Thee, and will look up. 

Psalm lix. I will sing of Thy power ; yea, I 
will sing aloud of Thy mercy. in the morning: for 
Thou hast been my defence and refuge in the 
day of my trouble. 

Psalm lxiii. God, Thou art my God ; early 
will I seek Thee : my soul thirsteth for Thee, my 
flesh longeth for Thee in a dry and thirsty land, 
where no water is; 

To see Thy power and Thy glory, so as I have 
seen Thee in the sanctuary. 

Because Thy lovingkindness is better than life, 
my lips shall praise Thee. 

Thus will I bless Thee while I live : I will lift 
up my hands in Thy Name. 
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Psalm cxix. I prevented the dawning of the 
morning, and cried : I hoped in Thy word. 

Psalm cxliii. Cause me to hear Thy loving- 
kindness in the morning ; for in Thee do I trust : 
cause me to know the way wherein I should walk; 
for I lift up my soul unto Thee. 

Psalm cxiii. My soul shall be satisfied as with 
marrow and fatness : and my mouth shall praise 
Thee with joyful lips. 

Psalm lxiii. When I remember Thee upon my 
bed, and meditate on Thee in the night watches. 



Before going to God's House or Altar. 

Psalm xxvi. I will wash mine hands in inno- 
cency : so will I compass Thine altar, Lord. 

Lord, I Have loved the habitation of Thy house, 
and the place where Thine honour dwelleth. 

Pscdm xlii. As the hart panteth after the water 
brooks, so panteth my soul after Thee, 
God. 

My soul thirsteth for God, for the living God : 
when shall I come and appear before God ? 

When I remember these things, I pour out my 
soul in me : for I had gone with the multitude, I 
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went with them to the house of God, with the 
voice of joy and praise, with a multitude that kept 
holyday. 

Psalm xliii. send out Thy light and Thy 
truth : let them lead me ; let them bring me unto 
Thy holy hill, and to Thy tabernacles. 

Then will I go unto the altar of God, unto 
God my exceeding joy. 

Psalm lxv. Blessed is the man whom Thou 
choosest, and causeth to approach unto Thee, that 
he may dwell in Thy courts : we shall be satisfied 
with the goodness of Thy house, even of Thy holy 
temple. 

Psalm lxxvi. Vow, and pay unto the Lord 
your God : let all that be round about Him bring 
presents unto Him that ought to be feared. 

Psalm lxxvii. Thy way, God, is in the sanc- 
tuary : who is so great a God as our God ? 

Psalm lxxxiv. How amiable are Thy taber- 
nacles, Lord of hosts ! 

My soul longeth, yea, even fainteth for the 
courts of the Lord : my heart and my flesh crieth 
out for the living God. 

Blessed are they that dwell in Thy house : 
they will still be praising Thee. 

Psalm cxxiL I was glad when they said unto 
me, Let us go into the house of the Lord.

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For there is not a word in my tongue, but, lo, 
O Lord, Thou knowest it altogether. 

Thou hast beset me behind and before, and 
laid Thine hand upon me. 

Such knowledge is too wonderful for me ; it is 
high, I cannot attain unto it.

Psalm vii. The Lord shall judge the people : 
judge me, Lord, according to my righteousness, 
and according to mine integrity that is in me. 

God judgeth the righteous, and God is angry 
with the wicked every day. 

If he turn not, He will whet His sword ; He 
hath bent His bow, and made it ready. 

He hath also prepared for him the instru- 
ments of death ; He ordaineth His arrows against 
the persecutors. 
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Psalm ix. He hath prepared His throne for 
judgment. 

He shall judge the world in righteousness, 
He shall minister judgment to the people in up- 
rightness. 

The Lord is known by the judgment which He 
executeth : the wicked is snared in the work of his 
own hands. 

The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all 
the nations that forget God. 

Arise, Lord ; let not man prevail : let the 
heathen be judged in Thy sight. 

Put them in fear, Lord ; that the nations 
may know themselves to be but men. 

Psalm lxxvi. Thou, even Thou, art to be feared : 
and who may stand in Thy sight when once Thou 
art angry ? 

Psalm cxix. Thou hast trodden down all them 
that err from Thy statutes: for their deceit is 
falsehood. 

Thou puttest away all the wicked of the earth 
like dross : therefore I love Thy testimonies. 

My flesh trembleth for fear of Thee : and I am 
afraid of Thy judgments. 

Ecclesiastes, xi. Eejoice, young man, in thy 
youth ; and let thy heart cheer thee in the days of 
thy youth, and walk in the ways of thine heart, 
and in the sight of thine eyes ; but know thou, 
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that for all these things God will bring thee into 
judgment. 

Ecclesiastes, xii. For God shall bring every 
work into judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it be evil. 



Confession and Forgiveness. 

Psalm xxxii. I acknowledged my sin unto 
Thee, and mine iniquity have I not hid. I said, 
I will confess my transgressions unto the Lord; 
and Thou forgavest the iniquity of my sin. 

For this shall every one that is godly pray 
unto Thee in a time when Thou mayest be found : 
surely in the floods of great waters they shall not 
come nigh unto him. 

Psalm cxix. Before I was afflicted I went 
astray : but now have I kept Thy word. 



Fear of the Lord. 



Proverbs, i. The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of knowledge : but fools despise wisdom and 
instruction. 
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Proverbs, xv. Better is little with the fear of 
the Lord than great treasure and trouble there- 
with. 

The fear of the Lord is the instruction of wis- 
dom ; and before honour is humility. 

Proverbs, xxiii. Let not thine heart envy sin- 
ners : but be thou in the fear of the Lord all the 
day long. 

Ecclesiastes, xii. Let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter: Fear God, and keep His com- 
mandments : for this is the whole duty of man.

Proverbs, xx. Who can say, I have made my 
heart clean, I am pure from my sin ? 

Even a child is known by his doings, whether 
his work be pure, and whether it be right.

Thou me according unto Thy word. 

Eemove from me the way of lying : and grant 
me Thy law graciously. 

I have stuck unto Thy testimonies : O Lord, 
put me not to shame. 

Turn away mine eyes from beholding vanity; 
and quicken Thou me in Thy way. 

Stablish Thy word unto Thy servant, who is 
devoted to Thy fear. 

Turn away my reproach which I fear: for Thy 
judgments are good. 

Behold, I have longed after Thy precepts : 
quicken me in Thy righteousness. 

Let Thy mercies come also unto me, Lord; 
even Thy salvation, according to Thy word. 

So shall I have wherewith to answer him that 
reproacheth me : for I trust in Thy word.

I am afflicted very much: quicken me, 
Lord, according unto Thy word. 

Look Thou upon me, and be merciful unto me, 
as Thou usest to do unto those that love Thy Name.

Have mercy upon me, (rod, accord- 
ing to Thy lovingkindness : according unto the 
multitude of Thy tender mercies blot out my 
transgressions. 

Wash me throughly from mine iniquity, and 
cleanse me from my sin. 

For I acknowledge my transgressions : and my 
sin is ever before me. 

Against Thee, Thee only, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in Thy sight : that Thou mightest 
be justified when Thou speakest, and be clear when 
Thou judgest. 

Behold, I was shapen in iniquity ; and in sin 
did my mother conceive me. 

Behold, Thou desirest truth in the inward 
parts : and in the hidden part Thou shalt make 
me to know wisdom. 

Purge me with hyssop, and I shall be clean :

For ever, Lord, Thy word is settled in heaven. 

Thy faithfulness is unto all generations : Thou 
hast established the earth, and it abideth. 

They continue this day according to Thine 
ordinances : for all are Thy servants. 

Unless Thy law had been my delights, I should 
then have perished in mine affliction. 

I will never forget Thy precepts : for with 
them Thou hast quickened me. 

I am Thine, save me : for I have sought Thy 
precepts. 

The wicked have waited for me to destroy me: 
but I will consider Thy testimonies. 
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I have seen an end of all- perfection : but Thy 
commandment is exceeding broad.

Sing praises to the Lord, which dwelleth in 
Zion : declare among the people His doings. 

Psalm lxxi. Let my mouth be filled with Thy 
praise and with Thy honour all the day long. 

I will hope continually, and will yet praise 
Thee more and more. 

My mouth shall shew forth Thy righteousness 
and Thy salvation all the day ; for I know not the 
numbers thereof. 

God, Thou hast taught me from my youth : 
and hitherto have I declared Thy wondrous works. 

Thy righteousness also, God, is very high, 
who hast done great things : God, who is like 
unto Thee ? 

Psalm ciii. Bless the Lord, my soul : and all 
that is within me, bless His holy Name. 
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Bless the Lord, my soul, and forget not all 
His benefits : 

Who forgiveth all thine iniquities ; who heal- 
eth all thy diseases ; 

Who redeemeth thy life from destruction; 
who crowneth thee with lovingkindness and ten- 
der mercies ; 

Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things; so 
that thy youth is renewed like the eagle's* 

The Lord executeth righteousness and judg* 
ment for all that are oppressed. 

The Lord is merciful and gracious, slow to 
anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

He will not always chide : neither will He 
keep His anger for ever. 

He hath not dealt with us after our sins ; nor 
rewarded us according to our iniquities. 

For as the heaven is high above the earth, 
so great is His mercy toward them that fear 
Him. 

As far as the east is from the west, so far hath 
He removed our transgressions from us. 

Like as a father pitieth his children, so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear Him. 

For He knoweth our frame ; He remembereth 
that we are dust.

Who laid the foundations of the earth, that it 
should not be removed for ever. 

Thou coverest it with the deep as with a 
garment : the waters stood above the mountains. 
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At Thy rebuke they fled ; at the voice of Thy 
thunder they hasted away. 

Lord, how manifold are Thy works ! in wis- 
dom hast Thou made them all : the earth is full of 
Thy riches. 

So is this great and wide sea, wherein are
